6, Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations,

Whereas a draft of the Isubgol Husk Grading and Marking Rules* 1979 was published at pages 420-422 of the Ga- 
zette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) dated February 10, 1979 under the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation No. S.O. 504 dated the 20th January, 1979 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected ; 

And whereas it is considered desirable to publish the said draft rules again with certain modifications for the information of all per- 
sons likely to bo affected thereby ; 

Now, the following draft of the Isubgol Husk Grading and Marking Rules, 1980, which the Central Government proposes to make, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (l of 1937), is hereby 
published, as required by the said section, for the information of all persons likely to be alfccted thereby, and notice is herchy given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of forty five days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette 
of India in which this notification is published are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft within the period of fortyfive 
days specified above will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application; -(l) These rules may be called the Isubgol Husk Grading and Marking Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall apply to Isubgol Husk prepared from psyllium seeds produced in India, 

2. Definitions : — In these rules* unless the context othci wise required, — 

(a) ‘‘Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India ; 

(b) “Authorised Packer” means a person or a body of pci sons who has been granted a Certificate of Authorisation by the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Adviser for getting the commodity graded and marked in accordance with the grade standards and procedures pre- 
scribed under the rules ; 

(c) “Certificate” means Certificate of Authorisation ; 

(d) “Schedule” means a schedule appended to these rules.

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3. Grade designations:— The grade designation to indicate the quality of Isubgol Husk shall be as set but in column (1) of Sche- 
dule L 

4. Definition of quality : — The quality of Isubgol husk shall be as set out against each grade designation in columns (2) to (7) 
of Schedule 1, 

5. Grade designation marks:— The grade designation mark shall consist of either, - 

(i) a design incorporating the number of the Certificate, the word “AGMARKA and the grade approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser, as set out in Schedule IT, or, 

(ii) a lebel specifying the grade approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser and bearing the design consisting of an outline 
map of India with the words ‘AGMARK’ and the figure of the rising sun with the words ‘Produce of India’ and 

resembling the one as set out in Schedule IT 

6. Method of marking:— (V) The grade designation mark shall be securely affixed to or printed on each container in a manner ap- 
proved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) The following particulars hall also be clearly and indelibly marked on each container, namely:— 

(a) date of packing, 

(b) net weight, 

(c) place of packing and 

(d) name of the packer, 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, mark his private trade 
mark on a container in a manner approved by the said Adviser ; 

Provided that the private trade mark shall not represent a quality or grade different from that indicated by the grade designation 
mark affixed to the container in accordance with these rules, 

7. Method of packing: — (1) Isubgol husk shall be packed either in new single gunny bags with polythene lining, or in double new 
gunny bags with or without polythene lining, or in cloth bags with polythene lining, or in polythene bags, or in polythene laminated 
paper pouchers, or in polythene lined card board cartons, or in glass bottles, or in such other manner as may be approved by the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) The containers shall be securely closed and sealed in a manner approved by the agricultural Marketing Adviser. 

(3) Each container shall contain Isubgol Husk of one grade only, 

8. Conditions for grant of certificate In addition to the conditions specified in rule 4 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1937, the following special conditions shall be observed by the packers to th; satisfaction of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, 
namely: — 

(a) An authorised packer shall make such arrangements for testing Isubgol Husk in a manner the Agricultural Marketing Ad- 
viser may specify by general or special orders from time to time. 

(b) An authorised packer shall provide such facilities to the Inspecting Officers duly authorised by the Agricultural Marketing Ad- 
viser in this behalf as may be necessary for them to discharge their duties under these rules.
